We 
presume there is no great probability of a different 
result to the present action: 

Indian Council at- the Sault de st. Makje.— 
On the 18th day of August, there was held, at 
[he Sault de St. Marie, a council of the Indians rela¬ 
tive to their lands being occupied by the whites. 
The council was called, upon the part of the Go¬ 
vernment, by Captain Anderson, but in consequence 
of the short notice given there were but few Indians 
collected. Only three or four chiefs, from any dis¬ 
tance up Lake Superior, were present, and they 
happened casually to be iu the neighbourhood. With 
the exception of these, the Indians assembled were 
of the band who Claim the country from the Nepe- 
pagirk, a river which empties into Lake Huron, up 
to near Tele de L'outre, upon Lake Superior—the 
principal chiefs of which band are Shingwawkonce, 
Joseph Sears. Augustin, Gawbedafin, Rawbaosa, 
Nawayquegobawa, and Nabenagoing. Of those 
from the upper end of Lake Superior, PeaudeChat 
was the principal, he being the head chief.of the 
Objibwas, who claim from Tete de L’outre upward. 

The council having been assembled, and all seat¬ 
ed, Shingwawkonce produced various belts ot warn- 

S um, which being laid upon the table, Captain An- 
erson then opened the council and addressed the 
Indians in the Objibwa language.—His lordship the 
Bishop of Toronto, and several of the clergy, were 
present. Captain,Anderson spoke as follows:
